“Saturday Night 

-— oe] Live” nailed it this 
weekend with “Swift- 
amine,” a fake com- 
mercial for medicine 
that adults take when 
discovering they like 
Taylor Swift induces 
vertigo. “I took my 
daughters to a Taylor 
Swift concert. I did 
not want to go,” 

says a humbled dad 
(Kenan Thompson). 
“But as soon as the concert started I was on 
the ground. My daughters said I was slurring 
my words, and those words were, ‘Girl can 
write a song!” 

You know what? She can. Take a deep 
breath, ignore the lazy attitudes that automat- 
ically equate pop music with crap and actually 
listen to Swift’s new album “1989.” I know it’s 
easy to casually dismiss an artist known for 
startled glee as perpetually, annoyingly cheer- 
ful—that is, when she’s not emoting like a di- 
ary about her many high-profile relationships/ 
breakups. But that perception of her just isn’t 
accurate when it comes to the new record, 
comprising songs that deliver insightful, 
grown-up thoughts on relationships not found 
on albums by Katy Perry or Selena Gomez or 
anyone else with whom Swift’s new pop per- 
sona will be unjustly compared. At times she’s 
refusing to take back someone who walked 
away; other times she’s wishing for the return. 
“So it’s gonna be forever, or it’s gonna go 
down in flames,” she sings on “Blank Space,” 
her sobering view of romance anything but 
a fantasy. There’s hope on “1989” but also 
amature desire for the wrong people, be it 
potential partners or judgmental strangers, to 
leave her alone. (Note: I do not condone the 
use of “sick beat” on the otherwise irresistible, 
empowering “Shake It Off.”) 

But wait. I’m not supposed to like Taylor 
Swift after recently raving about albums by 
Run the Jewels and Royal Blood that have 
little in common with the 24-year-old singer, 
who appears July 18 at Soldier Field. Or don’t 
they? Well, RTJ doesn’t, but several tracks by 
Royal Blood, the English rock duo that’s the 
biggest thing overseas since Arctic Monkeys, 
touch on relationships (sample lyric: “’m on 
a train going nowhere/I ran away to make 
you care”) with less to say than Swift. I love

the record. I’m just saying hard-hitting music 
shouldn't get a lyrical pass that poppier stuff 
doesn’t. 

Besides, what the “SNL” piece addresses is 
the misguided temptation to fall in line with 
majority opinion and the internal battle that 
occurs when you lie to yourself. Everyone 
gets that: Many movies/singers/books are 
unfashionable to like or dislike. Los Angeles 
Times film critic Kenneth Turan even said 
he wouldn’t review “Boyhood,” which he 
didn’t like as much as nearly everyone else—I 
remain one of the lone dissenters on the film, 
which I’m fine with—because he didn’t want 
to rain on its parade. What good is that? Your 
opinion is your opinion, and just because 
many people disagree doesn’t make it wrong. 
As long as you can rebut arguments to the 
contrary (I don’t see how anyone could claim 
“Blended” isn’t racist and misogynistic, but try 
if you like), your point of view has merit. 

In other words, don’t worry about what 
you're “supposed” to think. Katy Perry has 
some fun songs. So does Death From Above 
1979. So does Jay Z. Embrace variety. Under- 
stand why you like what you like, and give 
yourself some credit. And don’t be ashamed. 
To quote my wife: “I like Britney Spears, and 
she’s the worst.”

Historic win for Durbin 

Sen. Dick Durbin jumped out to an early 
lead Tuesday against Republican chal- 
lenger Jim Oberweis in his bid to become 
the first Democrat in Illinois history to win 
a fourth term in the U.S. Senate. With 19 
percent of the precincts reporting, Durbin, 
69, who lives in Chicago and Springfield, 
had captured 57 percent of the vote, while 
39 percent cast their ballots for Oberweis, 
68, of suburban Sugar Grove. 


Madigan wins 4th term 
Democratic Attorney General Lisa 
Madigan earned a fourth term as the 
state’s chief legal officer. With 94 percent 
of the unofficial vote counted by press 
time, Madigan had 59 percent to 

38 percent for Republican challenger Paul 
Schimpf, 43, of downstate Waterloo who 
called Madigan, 48, of Chicago, to con- 
cede the race, according to a spokeswom- 
an for his campaign. 


Treasurer’s race deadlocked 
In the treasurer’s race, Republican state 
Rep. Tom Cross, 56, of Oswego and 
Democratic state Sen. Mike Frerichs, 41, of 
Champaign were tied with each grabbing 
48 percent of the vote and 94 percent 

of the unofficial vote counted, accord- 

ing to the Associated Press. Both pledged 
to clean up the treasurer’s office being 
vacated by Republican Dan Rutherford, 
whose governor bid tanked this year after 
a former staff member lodged sexual ha- 
rassment allegations. 


Comptroller’s race close 

In the comptroller’s race, Republican in- 
cumbent Judy Baar Topinka, 70, declared 
victory over Democratic challenger Sheila 
Simon, the state’s 53-year-old lieutenant 
governor. Topinka had 50 percent to 45 
percent for Simon, with 90 percent of the 
unofficial vote counted, according to the 
Associated Press. 


GOP likely to take Senate 
Republicans were poised Tuesday to seize 
control of the Senate, grabbing five of six 
seats needed to put an easily re-elect- 

ed Minority Leader Mitch McConnell in 
charge of the chamber and give the GOP 
complete control of Congress for the last 
two years of the Obama administration. 


Pot initiatives in other states 
Multiple media outlets were reporting late 
Tuesday that measures legalizing marijuana 
were projected to pass in both Washington 
D.C. (allowing possession but not retail sales) 
and Oregon (setting up network of regu- 
lated pot shops, similar to those already op- 


erating in Colorado and Washington state).

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Challenger declares win, 
but Gov. Quinn refuses 
to concede in tight race

Republican challenger Bruce Rauner claimed 
victory Tuesday night in the Illinois governor 
race as voters ended a dozen years of one-party 
Democratic rule following a vicious campaign 
that set records for campaign fundraising. 

“This is your victory,” Rauner told support- 
ers. “This is a victory for every family in Illi- 
nois. Are you ready for a new direction? Are 
you ready to bring back Illinois? This election 
is about bringing back our great state. This is 
a victory for our taxpayers who need to have a 
lower tax burden. This is a victory for our work- 
ers who deserve to have a booming economy. 
This victory is for our students, our children, 
who deserve the best schools in America. And 
this is a victory for our citizens who deserve a 
government without corruption.” 

Rauner had 51 percent of the vote to 46 
percent for Gov. Pat Quinn with 94 percent 
of precincts reporting, according to unofficial 
totals from The Associated Press. Libertarian 
Party candidate Chad Grimm had 3 percent. 

Quinn rolled up a big margin in Chicago, 
scoring more than three-quarters of the vote. 
But Rauner kept it close in suburban Cook 
County, trailing Quinn by just 6 percentage 
points. In the suburban collar counties, Raun- 
er held wide margins of t5 percentage points or 
more. Rauner also held leads in most Down- 
state counties. 

Those figures came with a caveat: Not all of 
the early ballots cast in Chicago and suburban 
Cook were included in the totals election au- 
thorities were reporting earlier Tuesday eve- 
ning. 

Quinn refused to concede defeat. 

“There are a lot of votes still to be counted,” 
the governor said. “I don’t believe in throwing 
in the towel when there are that many votes 
still to be counted.” 

Rauner spent time and money trying to 
build support among African-American vot- 
ers in an effort to grab at least 20 percent of 
the vote in traditionally Democratic Chicago, 
a benchmark that’s historically been key for a

Republican to win statewide in Illinois. And 
Rauner had 2r percent in the city with 95 per- 
cent of precincts reporting. 

Several black pastors in the crowd at Raun- 
er’s election night party at the Chicago Hilton 
and ‘Towers said they believed the outreach 
would pay off for the Republican. 

“My people were motivated and rejuvenat- 
ed,” said the Rev. John Gray of Church of the 
Holy Zion MB. “They said he was the man. 
They liked his words. I didn’t have to do much 
pushing on them.” 

The key to the Quinn-Rauner contest came 
down to Chicago, suburban Cook County and 
the collar counties. 

Tuesday’s voting took place after the 
$100 million contest in recent months de- 
volved into a nasty campaign of saturation TV 
attack ads in which Quinn and his allies por- 
trayed Rauner as a ruthless businessman whose 
moves resulted in the deaths of senior citizens 
and harm to babies born with a heart defect 
and Rauner painted Quinn as a corrupt failure 
responsible for the deaths of youths under the 
supervision of state child welfare officials. 

All that was paid for by record-shattering 
fundraising, with Rauner raking in at least 
$66 million. The wealthy equity investor from 
Winnetka poured in nearly $28 million of 
his fortune, almost as much as Quinn’s cam- 
paign raised in total. Organized labor made 
up Quinn’s top donors, while business donors 
came up big financially for Rauner. 

The campaign was mostly bereft of details 
about how either candidate would lead the 
state, with the focus instead on vilification. 
Democrats tapped into a class warfare theme 
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to paint Rauner as rich and out of touch with 
average people, while Republicans sought to 
show Quinn as failing to clean up a corrupt 
government following the impeachment of 
his now-imprisoned predecessor, Rod Blago- 
jevich. 

Central to Quinn’s strategy was his party’s 
national push to raise the minimum wage, 
an idea that’s overwhelmingly popular with a 
public weary of stagnant pay for most workers 
but staunchly opposed by business interests 
who argue higher wages would hamper job 
growth. 

The issue played directly into Quinn’s efforts 
to paint Rauner as too wealthy to care about 
the plight of the average Illinoisan. Quinn re- 
ceived help from Rauner himself, who took 
shifting positions on the matter during the 
Republican primary and at one point suggested

the minimum wage should be eliminated. 
That set up an easy narrative for the Demo- 
crat. Rauner reported $60 million in income 
last year, owns seven upscale homes and two 
expansive Western ranches, and belongs to an 
exclusive wine club with a $140,000 entrance 
fee, yet he was on record talking about cutting 
the income of those struggling to get by. 
Quinn assailed Rauner as an “out-of-touch 
billionaire” who “made a fortune off the mis- 
fortune of vulnerable human beings.” Rauner 
hit back by proclaiming Quinn “the worst gov- 


ernor in America” whose fumbling leadership 
had left the state “in a death spiral.” 

Quinn offered no new initiatives to woo 
voters, emphasizing a stay-the-course theme 
while arguing that his leadership has led to a 
slow but steady improvement in the state’s fi- 
nancial climate. 

For his part, Rauner stressed a promise to 
cut taxes and prime the state for explosive job 
growth with reduced regulation. But he was 
short on specifics about how he planned to ac- 
complish those goals and still make ends meet.

Referendums on track for Dems

With a fraction of the state’s vote counted, 
two referendum questions aimed at boost- 
ing Election Day turnout among Demo- 
crats were on an early track to pass Tuesday 
night. 

With about 15 percent of the statewide 
vote tallied, voters were backing a raise in 
the minimum wage and an increase in in- 
come taxes for millionaires. 

Neither ballot question carries the power 
of law, but they could give the Democrats 
who control both legislative chambers in 
Springfield more political cover to pursue 
the plans in the future. That’s especially 
true of the minimum wage increase, a topic 
lawmakers have discussed taking up by 
year’s end, and the ballot question that vot- 
ers passed by the largest margin. 

Early results showed roughly two-thirds 
of voters supported increasing the state’s 
minimum wage Jan. 1 to $10 an hour from 
$8.25, while the remaining third was op- 
posed. Two union-backed political action 
committees raised more than $4.2 million 
in support of the ballot question, according 


to state campaign finance records. 

Early vote returns also showed more 
voters supporting a higher income tax on 
millionaires than opposing. With the same 
15 percent of the statewide vote counted, 
about two-thirds voted in favor of impos- 
ing an additional 3-percentage-point tax on 
incomes of more than $1 million to increase 
funding for schools. 

Illinois currently imposes a flat income 
tax rate, and some Democrats have con- 
tinually proposed altering the state consti- 
tution to allow for multiple sets of gradu- 
ally higher rates, as is done in the federal 
income tax system. 

In another nonbinding referendum ques- 
tion, with about 23 percent of precincts 
reporting, about two-thirds of voters sup- 
ported requiring Illinois health insurance 
plans to cover birth control if they cover 
other prescription drugs. The remaining 
third voted against that proposal. 

That referendum was prompted by the 
US. Supreme Court’s so-called Hobby 
Lobby decision, in which it ruled that fed- 
eral rules requiring employers to provide fe- 


male workers with contraception coverage 
violated the religious freedoms of business 
owners that objected. 

While the birth control question also 
did not carry the power of law, voters were 
on pace to amend the state’s constitution 
with two other ballot questions. To be ap- 
proved, both questions required support 
from either three-fifths of those voting on 
the question or a majority of those voting 
in the election. 

The first referendum question would 
strengthen crime victims’ rights by requir- 
ing that they be notified of all court pro- 
ceedings involving their alleged offenders. 
The so-called Marsy’s Law, which has been 
pushed in several states across the country, 
also gives victims the right to be heard in 
court on any post-arraignment release deci- 
sion, plea or sentencing. 

About three-fourths of voters supported 
the amendment, with about 14 percent of 
precincts reporting, which also would re- 
quire the safety of crime victims and their 
families to be a consideration in determin- 
ing bail and the release of a defendant.

A blight on Nolan’s name 


I recently wrote that 
people shouldn’t be 
afraid of their own, 
potentially con- 
troversial opinions 
about movies/albums/ 
whatever (see Page 
4), and now’s no time 
to back down from 
that: “Interstellar” 

is stupid. The latest 
from director/co- 
writer Christopher 
Nolan shows that 
long doesn’t mean 
epic and serious doesn’t mean deep. Where 
the filmmaker’s critically beloved, massively 
profitable “Inception” made it exhilarating to 
be cognitively engaged in a movie that, even 
at 148 minutes, flew by on its ideas and im- 
ages, the 169-minute “Interstellar” impresses 
on neither a visual nor intellectual level. Way 
out there in space, you still can hear it drag- 
ging against the ground. 

“Impossible!” you think, recalling the 
wonder of “The Prestige,” “Memento” and 
the “Dark Knight” trilogy (which featured 
two good movies sandwiching one great one). 
That’s what you should be thinking. That’s 
what I’m thinking. How could one of our 
best filmmakers make a movie as ponderous 
and unsatisfying as “Interstellar”? 

The only answer is the evidence on 
screen, an uninspired, overblown parade of 
rote family drama and spacecraft decision- 
making that wasn’t original in “Armageddon.” 
Actually, “drama” isn’t the right word. A high 
percentage of the dialogue in “Interstellar” 
consists of explanations. So many explana- 
tions. Some are necessary, I guess, in a movie 
about a team of astronauts (including Mat- 
thew McConaughey and Anne Hathaway)

searching for a new place for our species 

to live while discussing the intricacies of 
relativity and gravitational anomalies and so 
forth. Nolan never seems concerned about 
people suffering from famine anywhere other 
than Cooper’s (McConaughey) super-dusty 
hometown (conveniently located near secret 
NASA headquarters) or interested in creat- 
ing the kind of urgency and desperation 
Alfonso Cuaron brought to his massively 
superior story of humanity at risk, “Children 
of Men.” 

At least Cuaron’s poorly written “Grav- 
ity” had the visual “wow” factor. That movie 
feels like you’re floating in space. Even on the 
IMAX screen, “Interstellar” is a booming, 
elongated shrug with less atmosphere than 
“Oblivion” and less brains than “Futurama,” 
with certainly nothing to rival “2001: A 
Space Odyssey.” Too bad: McConaughey and 
Hathaway emote credibly, and, uh, there’s a 
giant wave that’s pretty cool. 

But Nolan and his characters’ corny state- 
ments about love are light years away from 
fun or true spectacle here. The filmmaker 
wastes Jessica Chastain and Casey Affleck 
and turns formerly extraordinary editor Lee 
Smith into an amateur—late-movie shots 
of Topher Grace’s undefined character are 
sprinkled in to unintentionally hilarious ef- 
fect. Saving its worst storytelling for last, “In- 
terstellar” may be engineered to blow minds, 
but it recalls a lesser version of the enormous, 
doomed house in the fantastic documentary 
“The Queen of Versailles.” So determined to 
make something grand, Nolan never stopped 
to think if his creation could be sustained.

side the interview suite. When Snowden says 
people are trying to break into his house, we 
don’t see it. Nor do we see Poitras allegedly 
being followed. She does, however, observe 
Snowden cleaning himself up and asking how 
short he should trim his facial hair. 

Maybe that’s a deliberately weird method 
of reflecting the pointless intrusiveness of 
privacy breaches. Except that’s not a concept 
that needed further proof. What the film 
needs is a discussion of how Americans feel 
about the debate between privacy and na- 
tional security and the effectiveness of these 
veiled behaviors. Of course it’s not as if this 
documentary was going to get tons of govern- 
ment officials on the record. But refusing to 
advance the story substitutes useful inquisi- 
tiveness only with unique access. 

It’s notable that Snowden had the will to 
be identified as the source of the leak and the 
intelligence to anticipate a media response 


a 


that would be inclined to make him the story. 
Releasing the information through journalists 
was a smart way to, as he says, remove his own 
bias and better represent the public interest. 
It’s nauseating to see intelligence directors lie 
to Congress. 

But a doc about this incident should feel 
thoughtful and daring, not redacted and 
closed-off. Surely people have suffered from 
the government spying on them—those anec-

dotes are out there for a thorough filmmaker 
to find. Instead, Poitras grumbles without 
exploring, offering less to ponder than the 
recent investigative journalism saga “Kill the 
Messenger” and, to be fair, the only accept- 
able use of a Selena Gomez song. “If you’re 
ready, come and get it,” the actress poorly 
sings as Snowden sits in the hotel room, 
armed with information for which no one can 
ever really be prepared.

If your love life was a musical, what would it 
sound like? Slow and steady? Hot and heavy? 

Two Chicagoans are putting the struggles 
of dating in Chicago to music with new ro- 
mantic comedy “The Guide to Being Single” 
at Underscore Theatre. 

Northwestern University grads Kaitlin 
Gilgenbach (who wrote the script) and Alexi 
Kovin (music and lyrics) created the musical, 
which is directed by Underscore executive 
director Laura Stratford, with and musi- 
cal direction by producing artistic director 
David Kornfield. 

“The Guide to Being Single” follows six 
friends as they try to balance love, sex and 
professional success guided by a dating how- 
to book of the same name. We called Gil- 
genbach and Kovin to hear about how they 
teamed up to bring this project to the stage.

Kaitlin Gilgenbach: | originally wanted to be 
an actor, but halfway through [college I] real- 
ized | was much more comfortable writing. So 
my last two years, | did playwriting courses ev- 
ery single quarter, and then Alexi and | were in 
the same acting class, so like, | think we all went 
to a bar after our final exam for acting and we 
were just drinking a little bit [laughs] and she 


knew | was a playwright and she had written 

a song cycle [a group of individually com- 
plete songs] so she asked me, “Do you want 

to write a book? Let’s do a musical together, | 
don’t want to write the book, but you can write 
a book. Right?” And | was like. “Yeah! | don’t 
know how to write music or lyrics, so you can 
do that.” Then the next day, we sobered up and 
| was like, “Hey! Do you still want to write that 
musical?” And that’s how it all began. 


Alexi Kovin: It happened exactly like Kaitlin 
said ...| needed someone to write my book; | 
have never been much of a playwright [and] | 
have always been married to songs and lyrics. 
.. 'm_a big fan of living in your strengths, so | 
wanted to be ina place where | could ... do mu- 
sic stuff and not have to worry about anything 
else, so | went to Kaitlin and said, “I trust you, 
let’s write a musical,” and | was dead serious. 


KG: We wrote the story together, and ... we out- 
lined all of the plot points to collaborate. “The 
Guide to Being Single,” originally, it was not a 
book, the play literally went through six drafts. 
[Laughs.] Initially, the play was just these rules 
that everyone lived by and we had this infor- 
mal first reading with Alexi’s mentor and some 
close friends ... and they said, “It’s really unclear 
where these points come from, how does 
everyone know them?” So we tossed around 
ideas like, is ita blog? And we eventually settled 
on it being this “anti-dating dating book” that’s 
sort of a play on both the art of pick-up strate- 
gies and the cosmos of the world. 


AK: The show basically lives in two different 
sorts of musical worlds, [a] very jazzy, big- 
band-y sort of feel for all of the nightlife that 
happens and for everything surrounding the 
book, and then the other world is contempo- 
rary musical theater, where people are feeling 
things and things are breaking down and they 
are figuring out how to be and how to live their 
lives. ... It’s been fun to play with those two dif- 
ferent styles and we have six actors to work 
with and a seven-piece band as well. 


AK: Well, please don’t take anything from that 
book, because it’s terrible. [Laughs.] And that’s 
the point that the show drives home, which 

is what | absolutely love about the show, [we 
have] this guide that tells you basically how 

to alienate everybody and then at the end of 
the show, we turn it around and the characters 
have learned something. They learned that’s 
not really the way to live your life and we drive 
home the point that, “If you love, you will be 
loved,” you know? Inviting people in, and lov- 
ing and caring for people ... and then eventu- 
ally, everything will kind of come together the 
way it’s supposed to. 


AK: We talk a lot about the Cubs! Honestly, 
the whole idea [is] Derrick, who is our play- 
boy character, he is moving from New York 
to Chicago. He was a [baseball] player for the 
Mets ... and then all of a sudden he basically 
gets demoted to Chicago and he has to go to
